Ju st underneath the bark, like a 
cancerous sore, the pest has

den itself and eats its way through 


the pulplike substance of the tree. 
The hackberry and ash trees have 
been the ones to s u ffe r most. Impe­

I was born In the State of Georgia 
,52 years ago and have resided for the 
last 29 years in the State of Texas. 
My life work has been that of a farm­ 
er, except for a period of seven years 
devoted to the interests of the Farm ­ 
ers Union. 
Four years of the seven 
mentioned I was Chairman 
of the 
State Executive Committee, one year 
a member of the National Executive 
Committee and two yea&s President 
of the State Union; my term expiring 
in August, 1911. I mention these mat­ 
ters only that you may briefly know 
my past history and that you may in­ 
vestigate same, should It be a matter 
of interest to the voters of Texas.

every class devoted to any legitimate 
calling. The sweat of honest labor is 
paying the bill, to the end that the 
Pattens and gulleys may make theii 
millions and roll in the lap of luxu­ 
ry. 
To say that a system of market 
reports and information can not be 
devised and maintained without the 
gigantic 
gambling 
machines 
now 
maintained is to impeach the wisdom 
of God and the whole system of mor­ 
als as understood by che adherents 
of our Christian religion. The great­ 
er part of the gigantic fortunes that 
overshadow the institutions 
of 
the 
country today, fortunes so collossal 
that they are staggering when reduc­ 
ed to figures, have been augmented 
and made possible only by the manip­ 
ulations on our exchanges.

I believe a revenue tar­ 
iff should touch as lightly as possi­ 
ble the necessities of the masses and 
that Its burdens, so far as possible, 
should be levied on luxuries. 
I think the time has come when the 
Democracy of Texas and the Union 
should cease bickering about inconse­ 
quential details, for partisan advan­ 
tage only, and should come lo a solu­

I condemn no corporation because 
it is a corporation. I have no animos­ 
ity for any legitimate business, wheth­ 
er operated by a corporation or as an 
individual enterprise, but for all il­ 
legal trusts and combinations

would unduly oppress labor and hon­ 
est legitimate business Interests, J 
have an implacable hatred. 
I believe 
In some Instances they have become 
so brazen and unscrupulous under the 
protecting wing of the 
Republican 
party that nothing but the most dras­ 
tic measures will ever rid us of them 
A herculean task Is before the Amer­ 
ican people in dealing with these il­ 
legal trusts and combinations. 
The 
struggle is one of life and death, but 
we are optimistic and believe the peo­ 
ple will triumph In the end. 
We further know that in the Demo­ 
cratic party lies the only hope of the 
people. 
These must have been built 
up and fathered by the Republican 
party, and this party refuses to de­ 
stroy the children of its own creation.

track of those European nations. 
We 
believe the hour has come when the 
Anglo Saxon race Is waking to the 
necessity fer concerted action. 
We 
believe that an earnest effort on the 
part of this, the greatest Nation, will 
go far towards accomplishing 
good.
